ance, | This will be the first ‘‘ members’ 
brécktebt "” held under the presidency of 
the Society's new President, Sir William 
Taylor, F ,R.C.S.1., who since his election 
to the office in January last has shown 
notable alacrity in forwarding in every way 
possible the objects for which the '“ Zoo ” 
exists. The election of Sir William Taylor 
to the Presidency has been followed, not 
many weeks later, by that of Dr. J. A. 
Matson to the equally important róle of 
Honorary Secretary, in successién to Dr. 
Praeger, who had filled the post with 
distinguished ability since his acceptance 
of it—on-the lamented death of Mr. G. 
Vaughan Hart—in September, 1928. It 
will, of course, be no easy matter for the 
new President and Hon. Secretary to 
“run” the Gardens with the same éclat 
which marked their fortunes under two 
such predecessors as Professor A. F. Dixon 
and Dr. Praeger; but energetic. steps are 
already being taken to arrange for another 
brilliant year, and there are hopes that 
the summer will be marked, on Thursday, 
the 2nd of June, by an even more largely- 
attended Garden Féte than that which 
proved such a striking success in com- 
memoration of the Society's first hundred 
years of existence, on June 11th of last 
year. 
NEW ARRIVALS. 

The first ‘‘ members’ breakfast ’’ always 
occurs at a time of year when the Gardens 
are presenting their freshest and brightest 
appearance, and, perhaps, the lateness of 
the present season has in some respects 
even improved their outlook, as many trees 
are now only rushing into leaf that in a 
forward season would have been in full 
foliage by the middle of April. The 
attention of members on Saturday will, 
however, be largely directed to othe? 


number of new arrivals, all due to the 
generosity of various members and friends, 
and whose whereabouts will, doubtless, be 
indicated by the President 
break-up of the breakfast party. 

Among the most recent new donations 
are a fine pair of sloth bears, presented by 
Captain T. F. Kelly. These fine animals, 


whose native home is among the Indian |

Dublin Gardens particularly well, and un- | 


doubtedly owe much to the fresh air blown 
to them from the Dublin and Wicklow 
hills across the Liffey Valley. Why they 
should be called ' sloth bears’’ may at 
first seem a bit of a puzzle to many of those 
who see them, as thev have very little in 
common, so far as gait and habits are con- 


cerned. with the remarkable animal on | 


which Buffon used to expend so much un- 
called-for pity. The fact seems to be that 
the name ‘sloth bear ” was originally 
conferred quite by mistake, in consequence 
of an idea that the anima! had naturally 
no teeth—a character, by the way, that 
does not strictly belong to the sloth itself, 
though it was long supposed. to do so. The 
sloth bear's teeth are so small. as to be 
nearly as difficult to see as those of the 
true sloth, and on the strength of that 
similarity it has been credited with a re- 
lationship that in no way belongs to it. 
In spite of its apparent toothlessness it 
seems to be regarded as a _ formidable 
animal when enraged. In diet, however. 


it is almost entirely vegetarian—even more | 


so than most of the bears, though they all 
are so to a considerable extent. 


DUCKS AND GEESE. 


Other gifts recently arrived include a 


number of beautiful ducks. These are of 
many different species, and will add 


greatly to the attractiveness of the lake | 
when it is thought advisable to place them | 


on it. For the first few days of their stay 
in the ‘‘ Zoo’ most of these ducks will 
be on view in the left-hand enclosure o~t 
side the Nesbitt Aviary. Examples of the 
mandarin duck, the Indian spotbill and 


the Brahminy duck will be seen among | 


the number. There are also some new 
bar-headed geese, of which it mist be 


hoped that they wiil fraternise readily | 
| He offered to lend any 


with the thriving colony of those birds 
already in the Gardens; for, now that the 
nesting season is on, there are few more 
combative creatures than a pair of bar- 
headed geese with a little family in 
prospect. Already these birds are giving 
jealous warnings when approached, but 
they will not rest content with warning 
when the little family has appeared. 

Among the present occupants of the 
lake, in addition to a number of other 
ducks given us last year, also by Mr. 
Dods, and a pelican presented in 1930 by 
Mr. A. R. Monks, visitors may be struck 
with the remarkably late stay of some of 
our winter birds; for a party of tufted 
ducks, which ought now to be away in 
their breeding quarters, continue to swim 
about the lake in careless oblivion of the 
fact that winter is past. It is true that 
the great majority are gone—whether to 
Irish lakes or to other breeding haunts in 
Denmark or Scandinavia we need not 
attempt to say. Stil, the lateness of the 
season seems to be strongly attested by the 
presence even of a sprinkling of these birds 
on the “ Zoo"’ lake so late as the first 
week in May. It is also—perhaps, even 
more strongly—attested by the consider- 
able number of pied wagtails still resort- 
ing to the little tree under Nelson's 
Pillar more than a fortnight after ‘the 
time when the last of them had left it in 
the spring of 1931. 


SANCTUARY. 


If the tufted ducks have stayed later 
than usual on the “ Zoo”’ lake, the 
opposite was the case this year with the 
apse which generally stay till March, 

ut during the past winter rather sur- 
prised the Council by disappearing about 
the beginning of January, and leaving the 
tufted ducks—and an odd pintail—in un- 
disputed possession for the remainder of 
the winter. During December so numerous 
were the pochards on the lake that an 
industriously-disposed visitor on one after- 
noon counted more than seven hundred ; 
yet in January it was quite rare to see as 
many as a dozen birds. The suggestion 
has been made that since the establish- 
ment of a wild bird sanctuary on the North 
Bull the pochards have found their marine 
haunts so safe as not to require a fresh- 
water retreat in the interval between 
meals. We must probably wait until the 
return of our wintering ducks in October 
next for further light on the question why 
the pochards seem to have deserted the 
* Zoo.”’ 

There is every reason to hope ‘that 
during the coming summer the little pony 
carriage, of which a photograph lately 
appeared in the /rish Temes, will be found 
a fresh source of delight by many of the 
younger visitors.

Garlic in Ireland : .Furfurol. 


Ghe Ulster Cricket Grounds. 


A friend tells me that cricketers who 
visit Belfast this summer and chance to 
pass the Ulster Cricket Grounds on 
Ormeau road will be surprised at the 
appearance of this enclosure 
since the Ulster Club gave it up. Last 
year many keen battles were fought on the 
pitch, and every. evening in the season 
brought its quota of white-flanneled en- 
thusiasts to practise at the. nets. * The 
gates have been thrown open to the public 
now, and the grounds have beconie a kind 
of happy hunting ground for children and 
sporadic football players. The _ turf, 
which had been carefully tended for more 
years than most of us  possess—it was 
probably one of the finest of its kind in

Wicklew Garlic. 


Garlic is not highly appreciated as a 
flavouring in Lreland. There is only one 
kind of sausage made in Dublin, so far as 
I know, in which it is used. Yet « 
Viennese or a. Frankfort sausage-maker 
would find. a large part of his ingredients 
in the neighbourhood of Kilmacanogusg, 
Enniskerry and Annacrevy. In Annacrevy 
banks of garlic flourish, and the people 
who live there do not welcome it. 

One family. that lives in a pretty cottage 
in the woods has suffered a sever? loss this 
year on account of the garlic. The people 
had been in the habit of supplying people 
with eggs, which they never failed to sei! 
freshly Jaid. As sceon as the garlic seascn 
began all the eggs ..tasted of the garlic 
which the hens had been ‘eating. The 
family had been living in this cottage fur 
fifteen years, and the hens never fed on 
the garlic before. The owner of the 
cottage was too conscientious to sell the 
garlic-flavoured eggs, and buried dozens ol 
them. With the arrival of eight younz 
turkeys she has discovered a solution oc: 
her problem, since they will find no fault 
with garlic flavouring. 

I took home one of the eges and boiled 
it hard, as an experiment, and T thought 
that garlic goes much better with eggs

| the cow's diet, it flavours milk or butter.

I am always interested to hear of new 
ways of making a living in these de- 
pressing ‘times, and an example which 
came to my notice recently is one of the 
most ingenious. 

A young man: who had been thrown out 
of work by the cloging down of his firm 
cast around for séme way of making 
money. The only things which he possessed 
of any value were some books—mostly 
novels and travel stories—and he had a 
fairly large collection of them. If he 
sold these, he would have got very little. 
He decided to hire them, and, making a 
list, set, out-to-canvass the neighbourhood. 
book on his list 
for twopence a week, and, in addition, to 
deliver and collect the book himself, Hus 
first round brought him only ten customers, 
but before»the end of the week he uad 
nearly all his books out on loan, and had 
awaiting list for some of them, “rom 
this beginning the resourceful. young man 
built up a large elicntile,. and, by adding 
new books to his little hbrary, he is keep- 
ing it all supplied. For the first few 
weeks of his enterprise he made an 
average profit of about £1 a week—-not ea

large sum, but now he is contriving to 
earn a steady £35 10s. -He has. about 
five hundred books and four ‘hundred 
customers. 


Ghe City of Drums. 


On a certain date in July Northern 
Ireland resounds to the strenuous. beat- 
ing of drums, and people who have visited 
Belfast on that day, or even Portadown, 
well miglit think*that either of those 
places deserve the title of ‘‘the world’s 
city of drums,’’ 

It is Basel, on the Rhine, however, 
that really has earned that proud title, 
and it is a recognised fact that the old 
town has sent forth some of - the = best 
drummers in the world. i 

At the Basel Fastnacht, or festival, 
every citizen carries a drum, on which he 
beats for three days. There are pro- 
cessions and wonderful costumes, but first 
and foremost there are drums. Unlike 
the somewhat haphazard drumming in 
many Ulster towns, there must he 
rhythm among the Basel drummiers; and, 
as this does not come naturally, it is care- 
fully taught. In Basel the school currica- 
lum includes the study of drumming 
correctly. Wooden sound boxes are. sup- 
plied to the eager schoolboys, and they are 
taucht all the marches of t1e world. It is 
said that a visitor to Basel from any part 
of the globe will recognise his country’s 
special march. 

Naturally enough, the drumming lesson 
is very popular in the schools of the old 
town. asel has a library of d-um music, 
and it has a museum of drums, ia which 
specimens of every tort of drum are 
treasured. It is small wonder that nan 
American newspaper has hailed Base] as 
“the world’s city of drums.”’ 


Furfurol. 


It is hard to realise that the cigarette 
is a comparatively new arrival to these 
lands. It was discovered by ‘missionaries 
and traders in South America in the 
eighteenth century, whence it found its 
way into Spain and later into Italy. In 
the Crimean War Turkish officers intro- 
duced it among their British and French 
comrades, and in the course of time the 
cigarette became diffused over Europe, 
and was well established here and in 
England in the ‘eighties, 

The cigarette is said to be superior in 
its nicotine content to the cigar and pipe, 
but it contains more carbon monoxide. 
Its smoke also contains a less generally 
known product, furfurol, which causes 
intoxicating symptoms in the smoker, 
Furfurol is a colourless liquid, ordinarily 
formed on distilling bran with dilute 
sulphuric acid. It exists in considerable 
quantities in the smoke of the commoner 
kinds of cigarettes, but is not found in 
that of the pipe or cigar. Turkish 
cigarettes contain only small quantities 
of it. 


Che “Ghrush's ‘Programme. 


The thrushes can seldom have sung more 
brilliantly and perseveringly than they are 
singing this spring, but few casual 
listeners, perhaps, ever guess how wonder- 
ful their perseverance is. A year or two 
ago a student of bird life recorded the 
periods of song of a particularly bnlhant 
thrush. He found that the bird opened 
his musical entertainment at 2.45 -a.m., 
and, with brief intervals for a worm or 
two, continued until 9.30 p.m.—the total 


period of song exceeding sixteen hours a 


day.

“MERELY MARY ANN” 
AT THE METROPOLE.

The late Israel Zangwill’s once familiar 
play is likely to achieve popularity once more 
in the Fox film version, directed by Henry 
King, which is the principal item in the 
programme at the Metropole Cinema this 
week, This love-idyll of a London boarding- 
house is filled with sentiment, but it will be 
accepted as an unsophisticated romance with 
humorous interludes. With Janet Gaynor 
and Charles Farrell taking the leading parts, 
there need be no fear that ‘‘ Merely Mary 
Aún “" will not be found enjoyable through- 
out its seventy minutes’ run. It is a film 
that will disarm by its very simplicity. 

To say that Janet Gaynor is charming is 
not enough; it must also be said that she is 
one of the most accomplished actresses of the 
screen, and that in such simple parts as 
Mary Ann she charms and beguiles at the 
same time. The very fragility of ‘‘ Merely 
Mary Ann ” will keep wabtinsie wondering 
exactly .how they are fascinated by such a 
simple and unadorned tale of ‘‘ love's young 
dream.”’ 


MAID OF ALL WORK. 

Many people will remember the play, and 
it has been only very slightly varied for the 
screen. Mary Ann is brought by a clergy- 
man to be the maid of_all work in a aed 
boardinghouse, conducted by one Mrs. Lead- 
batter. One of the boarders is ‘John 


Lonsdale,”’ the son of a wealthy family, who | 


refused to conform to his family’s desires 
about his career and who settled down in 
Londow to devote himself to music. His 
music did not provide him with a livelihood, 
and his arrears brought. him into trouble with 
the landlady. Hirmg a piano was adding 
insult. to that lady’s injury, but when she 
hustled the porters out of the door they 
hoisted the instrument through Lonsdale’s 
window. . The music fascinated Mary Ann, 
whe would linger enraptured about the door 
of Lonsdale’s room until the irate landlady 
drove her away.

Leadbatter 
with the news that Mary Ann has inherited 
a Jarge fortune.

play made by Lonsdale from the story of 
their lives. 


EXCELLENT ACTING. 

Both Janet Gaynor and Charles Farrell 
act with all their familiar sincerity and 
charm. Janet Gaynor makes an exceedingly 
attractive figure of the pathetic little girl, 
more appealing even than was her Judy in 
“Daddy Leng Legs.” Charles Farrell's 
Linatake is no less a charming study of a 
roung artist frustrated by lack of money, 
irritable. and cajoling by turns, a rascal, 
perhaps, to his landlady, but certainly a god 
to the little girl who polishes his boots with 
such tender care. Gaynor and Farrell are 
surely the most powerful ‘‘ happiness” com. 
bination on the screen to-day, and they are 
also probably the most popular. In the part 
of the hypocritical landlady, Miss Bery! 
Mercer is particularly good, and in the small 
part of the man who delivers a piano will be 
found a delightful study by J. M. Kerrigan. 


RICHMOND INSTITUTION 
FOR THE BLIND. 


ANXIETY OVER FINANCIAL 
POSITION. 


The annual general meeting of the Rich- 
mond Nationa] Institution for the Instruction 
of the Industrious Blind was held at 41 
Upper O'Connell street, Dublin, yesterday 
evening. Mr. E. D. MacLaughlin presided. 

The report of the committee stated that on 
the 3ist December, 1931, there were sixteen 
blind workers employed indoor and thirty- 
seven outdoor. Expenditure exceeded the 
income by £195 4s. 1d. owing to certain 
heavy and non-recurring items that had to be 
met. Publia subscriptions increased by 
£406 1s. Ouly £70 was expénded on repairs, 
and a much larger expenditure on repairs to 
the building will be made as soon as finances 
permit. 

The bank overdraft stood at £2,301 15s. ód. 
as compated with £2,169 10s. 2d. for 1950, 
and the financial position is a cause for grave 
Thanks to help given by the 
National. Institute for the Blind in England, 
the institution has been able to employ Captain 
Freeland as Appeals Secretary, and it was 
largely’ due to his efforts that the amount of 
public subscriptions had increased. 

The committee hope that those who helped 
the institution in the past will continue to do 
so in the future. They hope that the public 
will patronise the shop in 41 Upper O'Connell 
street; where excellent mattresses, brushes, 
baskets and other articles can be bought. 

The Earl of Granard has been elected a 
Vice-President of the institution.

DECREASE IN BACON EXPORTS. 


The bacon trade of Ireland should 
henefit to some extent from the dispute 
which has resulted in the temporary clos- 
ing of the Danish factories. The people 
of Denmark. however. are far-seeing, and, 
no doubt, they are preparing by reduction 
of costs, including a “ cut ” of twenty per 
cent, in wages, to retain their hold on the 
British markets. It is all very well to 
talk about the restriction of imports from 
foreign countries, so as to help the Irish 
trade, but the average Englishman prefers 
a cheap breakfast table to prosperity in 
this country. 

Nevertheless, there are great mpeoa 
ties for the development of the bacon 'n- 
dustry in all parts of Ireland, provided that 
attention is paid to the requirements of 
the cross-Channel matkets. It is useless 
to send fat bacon to people who prefer 
lean. It is interesting to note that a de- 
putation organised by the Ear! of Antrim 
is to study the methods of production and 
marketing of bacon in Denmark at first- 
hand, and its comments and recommenda: 
tions should be instructive. 

In the meantime it is significant to 
gather that there has been a serious de- 
crease in the amount of Ulster bacon ex. 
ported from Belfast during the past year 
as compared with the previous twelve 
months. Only 1,290 tons were exported 
in 1931, as compared with 1,639 tons in 
1930, a very substantial reduction. Eggs, 
also, showed a drop of 558 tons. 


WHAT THE FIGURES TELL. 


The acute distress in Belfast caused by 
indugtrial depression is exciting a great 
deal of comment in the city. The fall in 
the official figures relating to unemploy. 
ment—a reduction of several thousands 
recontly—seemed to indicate a slight im- 

rovement in the labour market, but this 
oes not appear to be the case. In fact, 
to a certain extent, the Employmen: FEx- 
change figures are artificial and do not 
reflect the real situation. It is claimed by 
Labour leaders, for instance, that as many 
as 20.000 workers in Belfast alone have 
been refused benefit, and do not, therefore, 
appear in the official picture Probably

The figures given relative to outdoor 
relief in the city cannot be controverted, 
supply melancholy reading. 
Although our political leaders have de- 
clared time after time recently that pros- 
perity is returning, even if slowly—and 
quote the reduced unemployment figures 
to prove their contention—the numbers of 
persons on outdoor relief show a contrary 
state of affairs. The official figures are, 
for the quarter ended March, 1929, 2,824 
cases, involving 5,775 persons; for the 
similar period in 1930, 2,912 cases, involv- 
ing 5,580 persons; 1931, 3,216 cases, in- 
volvine 7,096 persons, and for 19352, 4,464 
cases, involving 12,883 cases. According 
to these records the outlook is becoming 
increasingly dark.

PROSPECT OF BETTER 
PRICES. | 


Since 65 per cent. of the bacon imported 
into Great Britain had its origin in Den- 
mark, it is probably correct to say that 
two out of every three slices of bacon con- 
sumed in England and Scotland is Danish. 
This fact deserves consideration in con- 
nection with the closing of 82 bacon 
factoriés in Denmark, because of the 
refusal of the workers to submit to a 20 
pér cent. reduction in wages. In view of 
the prospect of a prolonged struggle, the 
Danish Premier fears for the future of his 
country’s export trade, and has declared 
that it would be necessary for the Legisla- 
ture to intervene if the welfare of the 


country were menaced seriously. 

On inguiring as to what. is really 
happening, an Irish Times representative 
learnt yesterday that Danish pig-killings 
are being carried out on a reduced scale. 
Some of the factories are likely to be kept 
going by volunteer labour, but the total 
killings will be reduced from about 150,000 
to 50,000, a figure which will go some way 
towards meeting the demand for bacon in 
Great Britain. 


ENHANCED PRICES. 


_No other pig-breeding country could 
immediately fill the gap cawsed by the 
absence of Danish bacon on the British 
market, but if the lock-out continués 
over several weeks the Irish farmer 
should derive some benefit. In the first 
place, there will be a demand for Irish 
bacon on the English market, partica- 
larly in London, and there should also 
be experienced a demand for Irish pigs 
to be made into “ English bacon.” if 
that trade should take place, it would 
almost certainly mean enhanced prices.

COCOA PREPARATIONS. 


'TARIFF Orders issued last night by the 
Free State Executive Council impose 
extra taxation on the importation of 

Cocoa preparations, 

Sugar confectionery, 

Bedsteads and furniture. 

The new duty will operate from to-day. 

The new import duty on cocoa prepara- 
tions is 3s. per pound. Under the 1931 
Finance Act it was 6 3-5d. on the pound. 
In addition to the new duty, duty will be 
charged on spirits and saccharine con- 
tained in the preparation. 

On bedsteads and furniture the new 
duty will be 75 per cent. of the value of 
the articles imported. The old rate of 
| duty was 334 per cent. 

The new duty on sugar confectionery 
is Ils. 6d. on the pound, in addition to 
i duty payable on‘ spirits, etc., contained. 
The old duty was 4 4-5d. on the pound. 

The imperial preference rate in all 
instances is two-thirds of the full rate, 


WELCOMED. 


“It is a very judicious tariff,’”’ declared 
Mr. M. J. Maxwell Lemon, the well- 
known Dublin confectioner, when asked 
last night for his opinion of the new 
increased import duty. ‘‘The existing 
| tariff,” he added, “was, I think, too 
slight to benefit the Irish sweet manu- 
facturers or to tempt them to improve 
their product, but the new increase will 
probably give a decided stimulus to the 
trade.” 

The confectionery made in the Irish 
Free State, Mr. Maxwell Lemon went on 
to explain, consisted largely in boiled 
sweets and ordinary creams, and most of 
the higher quality confectionery was jm- 
ported. The bulk of imported con- 
fectionery, however, came from. Great 
Britain, and, therefore, was favoured by 
the imperial preference. The American 
sweet trade in this country had been 
killed long ago by the rate of exchange, 
and, although confectionery was imported 
from Germany, France and Switzerland, 
the low value of sterling had reduced 
| these imports, never very considerable, to 
a very low level. 

Mr. Maxwell Lemon added that al- 
though in this case the tariff was a 
judicious one, he thought tha the 
Government would be a*vised to consult 
with the business interests in this country 
before imposing such measures. “ There 
aro manufacturers’, wholesale and re. 
tailers’ associations in the country,” he 
concluded, “ all active. The Government 
should call a meeting of all three sections 
and get their views on the question of 
tariffs.”
